Tu rning to government spend­ 
ing, he said, “If forbearance in 
government spending were trans­ 
lated into tax relief, take-home 
pay wou ld be rai.sed and the de­ 
mand for consu mer goods wou ld 
increase. 
Bu dgetary competence 
does not signify that the pu blic 
will have to go withou t services 
which 
the

wou ld otherwise perform. Uncle 
Sam shou ld shift back to the state, 
localities and private indu stry and 
investment all of these activities 
which they are ready and able to 
carry on.” 
He su mmed u p his ideas of the 
fu tu re of the midwest; “It is the 
heart of the nation's economy, and 
its su ccess depends on a constru c­ 
tive farm program." 
Bu t with all his remarks on 
bu sine.ss and finance,* he agreed 
with the adage that, “The cu s­ 
tomer is still the boss." He added,

Since 1870 thw-e have been laws 
guarding the privacy of census in­ 
formation. Any census employci 
convicted of revealing confidential 
facts alMut any individual or firm 
is subject to a fine of $1,000, ot 
two years in jail, or both. 
Every fifth person over 
14 
years of age will be ask ed his 
income during 1949. This will in­ 
clude salaries or wages, interest 
and dividends, rents and Income 
from own businesses, professions 
and farms. If your Income from 
salary or wages was more than 
$10,000, the bureau said, you can 
answer ‘10,000 or over,” but you 
still 
must 
answer 
the 
other 
q uestions. 
Housing Questions. 
Housing q uestions were first au­ 
thorized by congress and Included 
in the 1940 census q uestionnaire. 
The “average” American home at 
that time was found to be a 
one-family, detached structure of 
four or five rooms, built in 1915, 
according to a book let published 
by the bureau of the census in 1943. 
It was of wood construction and 
contained a radio, electric lights, 
running water, a bathroom and a 
gas or electric range. 
The median age of the “aver­ 
age” American home was 25 years 
In 1940. Now—10 years later—the 
census tak ers will again ask q ues­ 
tions of renters and home-owners 
alik e. Questions will cover the 
age, value, type and condition of 
the dwelling unit, the rent, num­ 
ber of rooms and whether there 
is a k itchen sink and a radio. 
This year a new q uestion will 
be ask ed: Do you have a tele­ 
vision set? 
An agricultural census is to be 
tak en this year as well. Farmers i 
will 
receive their 
agricultural 
q uestionnaires by mail and are ex­ 
pected to have them completed by 
the time the census tak er arrives. 
But it work s both ways—an in­ 
dividual who refuses to an.swer a 
census tak er’s q uestions may be 
fined $100, or Jailed for 60 days, 
or both, upon conviction. 
If he 
k nowingly gives false answers to 
the census-tak er’s inq uiries, an 
individual may be finen up to 
$500 or given a year in prison 
upon conviction, or both. 
Data Used Loealiy. 
The detailed Information col- 
liected by the army of census tak ­ 
ers Is used to a large extent to 
provide community leaders, mu­ 
nicipal officials and chambers of 
commerce with material to attract 
new industries and businesses to 
their communities. 
Preparation for meeting the fu­ 
ture needs for all types of hos­ 
pitals, schools, recreational facili­ 
ties and old-age pensions is based 


on the findings of decennial c« s* 
.uses. 
Tak es 70 Volumes 
In the end, the full record of 
iacti colected during a censua- 
tak ing, after nealy three year» td 
computing and crww-relating, are 
printed in 70 volum« s containing 
some 50,000 pages. The high­ 
lights of the census, as well as 
otíter government agencies, are 
summarized in a 1,000-page volume 
published annually by the census 
bureau. 
It is the Statistical Abstract of 
the United States — for the casual 
seek er after facts. Information is 
released, however, a single fact 
at a time as soon as it can be 
computed, for the use of business, 
industry, educators and public 
officials. 
For persons who are reluctant 
to answer the census tak er’s q u« t- 
tlons, it may be comforting to 
k now that each Individual answer 
may be only a 150-mllllonth of a 
single fact.

“ During the w.'ar we achieved a 
record of total food production but 
never in any country at any time 
has food been produced so ex­ 
pensively—so expensively indeed 
that even with high prices it has 
been necessary to crea.e sub.sidies 
(paid in the end by the consumer 
out of his pocket in the form of 
taxes) in order to get sufficient 
production. This is so because the 
cost of production per acre or per 
bushel w’as so high.” 
Bromfield’s address was pre­ 
sented at the final session of the 
second annual one-day national 
Pasture-Forage-Livestock confer­ 
ence. 
The event drew some 1,400 
persons. 
It was sponsored by the 
agricultural 
committee 
of 
the 
Omaha chamber of commerce. 
Bromfield deplored the wasting 
of agricultural resources. 
“ In the corn belt areas which 
once produced as virgin soil with­ 
out fertilizer yields of 120 bushels 
per acre averages have declined 
within the past few years to as 
low as 37 and 44 bushels per 
acre,” he said. 
The question of declining pro­ 
duction per acre and increasing 
cost of production per bushel was 
the root of “ the ruin of many 
farmers who sought to expand 
their production in the period of 
high prices during and after the 
first World war,” Bromfield de­ 
clared. 
“ Horizontal Expansion.” 
“ Their error lay in expanding 
horizontally rather than vertical­ 
ly.” 
Destruction and declining pro­ 
duction of agricultural land “ lies 
at the root of a creeping inflation 
that has been in progress since 
the Civil war and which m the 
long run w ill be more devastating

Parks wasn’t interested 
in accepting a similar specimen. 
Rep. Francis Case (R-SD) in­ 
troduced the bill authorizing pay­ 
ment of $125 to Parks to settle his 
claims against the government. 
The interior department favors 
payment. It said m a report to a 
house committee: 
"W e have no means of estimat­ 
ing the value of the lost specimen, 
as fossil cycad specimens are rare 
and have no fixed commercial 
value.
